—with the words I may translate thus : Prom my Decades already published, 
it may be learned that some wandering natives thrown on the shores of 
Darien happened to see books in the hands of our Spaniards , and wondering 
thereat , asserted that they had been in lands where similar instruments were 
used, etc. This is a reference to the before-unknown existence of the 
civilised monarchy of Mexico; the discovery of which and the invasion by 
Cortes he proceeds to weave into his tale of Cuba.

The Bodleian Library possesses only an imperfect copy of this edition, 
and there is none at all in the Grenville Library. Harrisse (Bibl. Americana) 
had not seen one, describing it only from the catalogue of a private collec¬ 
tion. The maps are the same as those in the edition of 1522. The last 
sheet is the famous map signed by L. F. (Laurentius Frisius) dated 1522, and 
entitled “Orbis ttpus universalis,” which bears the name “America.”

The discovery of Columbus is 
described on the sheet numbered 28, and the two inner pages of that sheet 
contain a Map of America, or rather of the Western Ocean and Term Nova, 
with the Islands. Again, the second last map, which represents Grordcmdia 
et Russia , is really a map of the Eastern Hemisphere, but also contains por¬ 
tions of the American coasts. As the collation is always incorrectly given, 
an exact description is appended.

The two are not exactly similar, although the second 
still contains, on folio 28 of the maps, his contemptuous reference to those 
who would confer the name of America upon the New World, since the 
honour was justly due to Columbus. It also contains the curious comparison 
instituted between the rival monarchies of Spain and France, in which 
Scrvetus bestows such strangely mingled phase and blame upon the manners 
of his countrymen and countiywomen. There is no donbt a covert allusion 
to himself in the statement that ** alibi poti&s quam in ips& Hispania His- 
panum doctum invenias.” It is remarkable that the entire text relating to 
Palestine (amongst the additional maps) is omitted; from which we might 
conclude that the public had already been shocked by the assertions (copied 
by him in 1535 from the Ptolemy of 1522) of the barrenness and unpleasant¬ 
ness of the Holy Land so falsely eulogized in the sacred writings as “ flowing 
with milk and honey.’*

Amongst the additions are fresh maps 
of the British Isles, furnished to Ortelius, with corresponding text, by 
Humphrey Lluyd, the Welsh antiquary. Daniel Rogers, an Englishman, 
also contributed assistance to the geographer, and a Latin epigram by him is 
prefixed to the work. The map of the New World is, for the time, singu¬ 
larly correct and full of detail ; and the advance of discovery in North 
America is specially remarkable. There is a curious circumstance noted in 
the text relating to the New World. It is that “ these lands have caused our 
countries to be filled with sugar ; so that it is now used in every kitchen, and 
as an article of daily food, while formerly it was, with us, found only in 
apothecaries’ shops, and employed as a medicament.” The text of this first 
German issue is the most interesting and piquant of all. It includes some 
singular statements ; for instance, after an extravagant eulogy upon the 
merits of the Germans, he says, “but ns none can be perfect, it must be 
admitted they drink to excess ; which were better moderated, but let us 
plaster their aching heads with the consolation that this is the most venial 
of all faults.” He makes boldly the assertion that the Empire owned by 
the King of Spain is the greatest and most extensive that ever existed, 
allowing at the same time that that of Portugal is the most widely stretching.

In this second German issue the text is entirely rc-wriiten so os to abolish 
the barbarous language of the edition of 1572.

One is a map of New Spain, dated 1579, which 
is as full of detail as any of the European countries, every hamlet, hill, and 
river marked, to that it must contain about 1000 names. The second is a 
map in two parts, containing the regions of Northern Mexico, and the West 
Indian islands with part of Florida. These two maps are described as having 
been laid down by an anonymous Spanish investigator.

The map of China is dated 1584, and the text on the back 
of it contains two Chinese words in the Chinese character; so that this Atlas 
is really this first European book in which Chinese Characters 
appeared, being one year earlier than the work on China published by 
Gonsalez de Mendoza, at Rome, in 1685, to which the priority has hitherto 
been attributed. In the text to the map of Valentin, there is a singular state¬ 
ment made, which is wholly altered in the later editions. It is this : “ Agef 
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hujus urbis {VaXentias) ubique k Maoris colitur . . . Avorumque prosa- 
piam lingua Arabica et religione Mahumetana palam et vulgo prontentur in 
nunc nsqne diem ; conniventibus Kege et Inquisitione.” This startling 
charge appears only in this one edition, for in the later ones it is changed as 
follows: “Ager hnjus urbis & gente e Mauris orinnda et paternnm sive 
avitnm scrmonem ac fere vitae morem adhuc retinente colitur.' 1

The only chartographic difference between the 
various issues and editions previous to that of 1592 lies in the greater or less 
number of maps, but in the edition now under notice the New World was 
re-engraved (both in the old maps and in some new ones) and for the first 
time in the Ortelian series approximates to its true form. This was the latest 
work of the veteran Geographer. Of all the Ortelius Atlases, two at least 
should be seen in the American collector’s library, that of 1570 and that of 
1592, his first and his last achievements. Among the new maps that swell 
the number to 201 in the last edition, there is a fine one of the Mar del Zur 
which includes the entire American continent.

A splendid work, bearing the highest testimony to the learning and 
labour of the editors. Thel atest geographical discoveries are incorporated in 
their work, and contributions by the lxsst authorities in each country are made 
use of. This is the first Atlas which gives anything like a fair description of 
the now United States ; the settlements of the Pilgrim Fathers at Plymouth, 
the establishment of James’ City, and the position of Fort Orange and New 
Amsterdam (the future city of New York), being all clearly laid down in 
the map, although then but a few years in existence. It is interesting to 
observe the records on the map of New England, of the recent English 
investigations. Besides the general map of the world, there arc seventeen 
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special maps for America and its parts. A voyage from Bermuda to Ireland 
in an open boat, by five Englishmen, is noticed as an unprecedented fact. 
Another feature of the work is its amplitude of detail in the maps of Eastern 
Europe; and two large maps which show the courses of the Rhine and the 
Danube are also valuable and uncommon.

A change of 
owners took place two years afterwards, and the frontispiece was re-engraved, 
having Sparks's name alone, with * Second Edytion ’ added, and the date 
changed. In some of these copies the new Map was inserted. The stock 
thus treated was however very small, as the existence of this valuable piece 
of Map-making is not mentioned in any of the books of reference where one 
might expect to find it

A very valuable work, unmentioned by Asher in his excellent Biblio¬ 
graphy of the Atlases and Maps relating to the New Netherlands, although 
its North American charts are different from the Atlases and Charts examined 
by Asher. It is unquestionably the best Atlas representing the coasts of the 
now United States yet published to that time, and proves that the Brothers 
Van Loon were accurate and painstaking geographers. Some of the maps 
are of course reproductions from the great Atlases of Blaen, Laet, and 
Jansson, and the name of the latter appears occasionally, but the differences 
which make the book important are to be fonndin the delineations of regions 
which were daily becoming better known, such as the European colonies in 
North America. This Atlas seems to be the original, or earliest existing 
form of a series of Dntch maps mentioned by Asher, to which belongs even 
the Cbartbook of Pieter Goes. His statement that Goos’s maps were 
different from and superior to all anterior works of the kind, suffices to fix 
the value of the Atlas of Van Loon.

“ There is a large laborious ornamentail guilt booke of mine with a redd 
cover in your Office att Broadstreete, called the South Sea Waggoner, full 
of curious Mappe and Platts of ye South Seas, being ye long experience of 
ye famous Buck an ebb Capt. Barth. Sharpe and of an antient French 
Captain that hee tooke with his Booke, Mapps andjPapers, who had used 
those seas 70 ycares, being all in the said Booke composed and depicted by 
one Captain William Hack deceased, of whom I about 18 years ago purchased 
the said booke and paid him £70. for ye same &c.” 

This great curiosity ought to be secured in a Public Library. 

Captain Hacke seems to have been out with Captain Sharpe ; and, 
apparently, in a position of command, to jud^e from the observations that 
are scattered through the book. The sailing directions, derived from 
experience, must still be of very great value, and it is probable that the 
Admiralty charts might be corrected in numberless details from the maps of 
Captain Hack. Interesting facts concerning the cruises of Sharpe and others 
are written here and there on the margins of the charts, by which the work 
known as the History of the Buccaneers may be valuably illustrated and 
supplemented. Hack published in 1699 a collection of Voyages, which was 
incorporated in the later editions of the History of the Buccaneers, but the 
maps in the above volume were never published.

Humboldt somewhere informs 
us that the plates were destroyed by order of the Spanish Government, and 
that but very few copies got out. He Bays, that he himself was fortunate 
enough to secure a copy for himself and Bonpland in 1799, before their 
departure on their great American travels, for which he paid 15 Naj>oleons. 
Copies are very seldom found in catalogues, or sold by auction.”

There can be little question that the author of this erudite and able 
tract is correct in assuming that “ the new map with the augmentation of the 
Indies” mentioned in “ Twelfth Night,” is the rare one, which is described 
infra with the great work of Richard Hakluyt. Mr. Coote seems to consider 
that he is quasi the first person to announce this map as the production of 
Emeric Mollineux promised by Hakluyt in the preface to his first edition in 
1589, omitting to observe that the fact had already been stated by me in a 
catalogue now four years old. 

Another matter which needs some rectification is Mr. Coote’s assertion 
that the F. G. whose initials are signed on the small but valuable map 
published by Hakluyt in his edition of Peter Martyr (Paris, 1587), was 
“ probably the Francis Gnalle whose name appears on the section of the new 
map.” The Spanish navigator, whose name is thus written by Hakluyt, 
voyaged through the Pacific and up the north-west coast of America during 
the years 1582-84, but his report (to the Viceroy of New Spain) on the 
subject was evidently only known to Hakluyt through the translation made 
(presumably from a Spanish MS. surreptitiously obtained) by Linschoten, 
and first published in 1596. This mucn we can glean from the form in 
which his narrative is given in Hakluyt's third volume (1600), where there 
is no reference whatever to any world-map or other cartographical perform¬ 
ance of Francisco de Gnalle. It is therefore highly improbable that tho 
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Spanish mariner can hare been identical with the F. G. S. whose initials are 
given on the Paris map of 1587 as dedicating it to Hakluyt. To make such 
a conjecture credible, we should need to imagine that Francisco de Gualle 
had quitted New Spain, renounced his nationality, and settled in Paris. 

An inquiry into these details may seem too officious for the gravity of 
the matter in question, but the intrinsic value of the 1587 map is so great as 
to render the discovery of its true authorship very desirable.

This great work is of singular imj>ortance to the American collector. 
The Maps and Charts, which it contains, are all the result of long and 
profound study, and judicious criticism. Dudley was himself a practical 
mariner and scientific man, as well as a great noble, who spent forty years or 
his life, and the treasures of a vast income, upon the accumulation ot 
authentic material for the illustration of his cherished subjects—Hydrography 
and Navigation. The Arcano comprises Portolani and Charts by English 
and other pilots, which were never published elsewhere; and it seems 
curious that the book should have hitherto escaped the notice of most 
American collectors, when we consider some of its points of interest. The 
maps which depict Virginia, New Netherlands, and New England, are 
amongst the most important of these : they are fuller and upon a larger 
scale than, while at the same time, they aw totally distinct from, those of 
Laet, Jansson, Mercator, Visschcr, the Rcschryving of 1651, Van Loon, and 
Donckers. It is very strange, upon this account, that the Arcano is omitted 
by Asher in his Btoiiographieal Essay , and that the attention of so pains¬ 
taking a student should not have been drawn to Dudley’s work. The above 
second edition was prepared from the author’s corrected copy of the first; and 
as he died in 1633, his maps of those parts of America mast l>c considered 
to take precedence of all those mentioned by Asher, except the 1630 edition 
of Laet. In fact, it is uncertain whether they might not claim priority even 
over Laet; for the engraver Lucini mentions that he himself hail been kept 
secluded in an obscure village of Tuscany for twelve years, working incessantly 
at the plates. Asher’s Essay, so elaborate in its description of the various 
early maps and charts, their variations, aud their mutual dependence or 
independence, becomes very defective through its omission of the Arcano. 
Again the large scale of the maps of California and New Albion, and the 
number of names which crowd the coast line below and above Cape 
Mendocino, with the marginal observation upon the errors of latitude made 
by previous writers, show conclusively the scientific character and importance 
of Dudley’s work. A similar remark will apply to the delineations of the 
newly discovered lands of Australia, and the northern coasts of New Holland 
(which he mistakenly calls New Guinea, while leaving to that island its other 
name Papua). 

One of the Portolans is by Abraham Kendal, the master of Dudley’s 
flag-ship, when the latter (just before Raleigh made his similar attempt) fitted 
out an expedition in 1594-95 to explore the land of Eldorado; during which 
he visited Trinidad and some other islands, Guyana, the issues of the Orinoco, 
etc. He took some useful notes, made lists of native words, thrashed some 
Spanish ships, and escaped some great dangers in this expedition, a daring 
one fora young man of 21— but returned without booty. The numerous 
Vocabularies of savage languages which the Arcano contains are of consider¬ 
able interest. Abraham Kendal, whose name is unknown to the book-makers, 
died at Portobello, in Central America, in 1597, in Drake’s service, leaving 
behind him the plans and papers of which Dudley made good use. 

Dudley was the legitimate son of the Earl of’Leicester, and acknowledged 
as snch daring his father’s life, but the hatred of bis step-mother and the 
enmity which his aspiring and ambitions character created for b;m, damaged 
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his prospects at court He claimed the Dukedom of Northumberland, which 
had fallen into abeyance on the execution of his grandfather, the setter-up of 
Qneen Jane Gray; bnt soon left England (where he was more likely to 
receive indignities than rewards), and went to travel on the Continent, from 
which he never returned. He obtained, however, from the Grand Duke of 
Tuscany honours and employment; and received from Ferdinand II a patent 
by which the title of Duke of Northumberland and Earl of Warwick was 
secured to himself and his children throughout the Empire, with the title of 
Duchess for the lady he took with him from England and married in Italy. 
Charles I conferred the same title upon the wife whom Dudley had left with 
four children in England behind him.

The questions contain some curious references to the still existing cnlt 
of idols, and will be found useful to fill up lacuna in our knowledge of the 
Mexican mythology.
